Ing and grading accon.ing to size 
of tobacco leaves, has been done by 
band.

a bunch of leaves upon the slzer's 
table, nnd one by one select 
and 


deposit In the proper boxes provid- 
ed for them the leaves of correspond 
Ing size. 
To begin with, this Is a 


sl((\v process, and then the sl'zers 
are often Inclined to slight their work 
by seizing abunch of leaves, pulling 
out the longest, nnd dropping tne 
rest Into a box without further siz-j 
ing. 
This (Hillcully arose from the 


fact that the sizers were paid by the 
pound. 


The Machine 


Mr. Stanton's machine Is ten feet 


long. 
three feet wide and five leet 


high.' It Is nrarnged fcr eight differ- 
ent sizes, ranging In length from ten 
to thirty-six Inchest, although most 
leaves do not run over thirty-two 
inches. 
The leaves are fed from a 


table, tho stem end of the leaf being 
placed close to one side of the table 
and crosswise.

Quit Their Jobs. 


All over tho district, from many 


collieries, comes the story that the 
nonunion men left voluntarily In largo 
numbers. Inside of a week It will be 
hard to find any considerable number 
In the nnthracite Held. 


The engineers, firemen and pump- 


men will bo n cause of friction for 
some time to come, although It Is be- 
lieved this trouble, too, will adjust 
Itself In time.
